Gold price 
slips again 
in hectic 
trading 


By Melvyn Westlake 


The price of gold continued 
irs descent of the world’s bul 
lion markers yesterday in 
another session of nervous and 
hectic trading. At the close of 
business ia London the price 
stood at a 2}-year low of 
$343.35 an ounce. 

At one stage ir had been $6 
below that, bur recovered to 
finish with a ner loss of S1 
This was comparatively modest 
compared wirh the headlong 
fall of previous days which 
bas reduced the value of the 
metal by 15 per ceur since the 
beginning of the year and by 
three-fifths since January 1980 
when gold fever reached its 
climax. The price peaked at 
$850 an ounce. 

In New E E night 0 
spot price of gold for London 
delivery plunged 510 to $333.75 
an ounce from the day before. 
Trading opened at about 
$340.50 and was driven down 
by constant selling in the 
afternoon. 

Yasterday gold dealers were 
not prepared to predict when 
the shakeout would end. With 
the fall ia world oil prices, 
several Middle East countries 
have become extremely hard- 
pressed for foreiga exchange 
and have been forced to sell 
the IJarge holdings of gold butt 
up in the heady days of 1979. 

One senior dealer said thar 
the collapse in the price had 
“ destroyed the myth that gold 
only goes up”. High imterest 
rates are the single most im- 
portant. reasèn that gold prices 
have been sliding. Gold earns 
10 Interest. ١ 

The Soviet Trion also step- 
ped up sales Hast vear, and 1s 
believed to have sold 250 tb 
300 tons, which is equivalent 
to more than a quarter of 
world production, but this is 
nar thoüght to have been pri- 
marily respousible for driving 
rhe price down. The Japanese 
are said to be particularly keen 
on the fine metal from the 
Soviet Unior, and they have 
become substantial buyers re- 
cently. 

But such purchases are 
easily outweighed by selling, 
not only because of high 
interest rates and the strength 
af the dollar, but because of 
the fall ir oîl prices, Also 
„some cil exporters are facing 
a financial squeeze, and many 
people hare psychologically 
tendcd to bracket oil aud gold 
together.

had not been enough to brig 
in the desired revenuesd. 
There was no architecture 
that was not somehow linked 
to accountancy. The rttagic, 

mysticism and spirituality of 


the places were as so much f 


hocus-pocus. It all went 
dom very well with the 
cruisers — and the street 
sellers of scarabs, Nefertitis 
and ramsheads rubbed home 
the point by doing a roaring 
trade every time we set foot 
outdoors, . 

. Mahmoud and his audience 
came most to life at the 
Aswan dam, a two ` mile 
engineering masterpiece that 
holds back 100,000 tonnes 
and nine years worth of Nile 
flood water.

Few writers could look 
back at ‘the suppressed wat- 
ers of ‘Lake Nasser . without 
forming the script of a 
disaster movie in their beads. 
The indolent soldiers scat- 
tered among red-and-white 
striped sentry boxes seem 
little impediment to plotters 
— whether. of the novelist or 
terrorist type- 

In front of the Aswan dam 
is the temple of Phylae — 
both, an architectural and an 
engineering miracle in that 
the entire  2,000-year-old 
structure had been recently 
moved a quarter-of-a-mile in 
order to protect it from the 
dam's depredatary effects. 

Mahmoud sadly shows us 
the original site of London’s 
Cleopatra’s Needle and cheer- 
fully shows us the graffiti 
left by the dying troops of 
Lord Kitchener. It is not that 
he dislikes the British; sim- 
ply that he likes to make the 
achievements {even the exist- 
ence) of Kitchener and 
Gordon seem as misty and 
uncertain as those af the 
minor Ptolemies.
